Last week we referred to the fact 
hat several citizens of Hopewell town- 
hip were recently arrested for vlo- 
sting the fish law. We believe that at 
east some of the offenses were com- 
mitted because the fishermen were not 
amiliar with the law. The department 
f fisheries has issued a circular, "No- 
ices to Licensees of Fish Baskets," 
rom which we quote the following: 


"Only the parties described in the 


icense are authorized to operate an 
eel basket. If more than one person 
s to operate one fish or eel basket, 
ach must aecure license. 


Holders of licenses are advised to 


aint or mark their names on the sides 
f their fish or eel baskets for their 
complete protection and identification. 


'Wardens and constables will be in- 


trneted to destroy all baskets from 
Inch the bottoms have not been re- 


moved between sunrise and sunset and 
o arrest the owners. 


"The penalty for violating any of the 
revisions of the Act of April 27,1903, 
uthorizing the use of fish baskets is 
25, according to Section 2 of the Act

They Are Permitted to Impoye Small 


Fines 011 Offenders. 


One advantage accrues to the respec- 


table member of the community from 
the minuteness with which the Dres- 
den police loot into the affulpp of every 
inhabitant of the city. If he is a care- 
ful man and always carries papers 
which may serve to establish his iden- 
tity lie is practically immune from the 
indignity of being arrested and inarch- 
ed off to the police station unless, in- 
deed, he commits some especially hei- 
nous crime. Does he drive faster than 
the law permits, does he cross a bridge 
on the left hand side, he Is stoppett by 
the guardian of law and order anil re- 
quested to give his uauiu. 
If hi- lias 


his papers with him the policeman may 
then and there impose a fine of from 
1 to 3 marks. If then In- admits that 
he is in tho wrong and pays the fine 
the incident is closed. If, however, he 
wishes to appeal from the policeman's 
decision lie may do so. Even in that 
case he is not arrested, but a day or 
two later he is notified to appear in 
court and answer to the charge against 
him. 
Hut then if lie is found guilty 


the lowest line that cau be imposed 
is 3 marks. That this custum of per- 
mitting tlie policeman personally to im- 
pose small lines is little understood by 
foreigners is shown by a remark made 
to me by a gentleman who had lived 
in Germany the greater part of his life 
and in Dresden for a number of years. 
In reply to my inquiry as to whether 
there was ever any (jiipsllon of cor- 
ruption iu the police department he re- 
plied: 


"No; none whatever as 1'ar as the 


higher ollicers are concerned. The in- 
dividual men, however, may be bribed 
occasionally.
